She was burned to the 
water's edge and several lives were lost, 
lie and his' accomplices were indicted in 
Helena for the crilv.e, but forfeited their 


In the meantime, as his business troubles 


pressed^ Btill more hardly upon him, Kis- 
sane and several accomplices presented to 
the Chemical Bank in New York forged 
paper to the amount of'some 910,000 und 
secured.the money. The forgery was dis- 
covered on the following duy, and Kissyne 
and one of his accomplices arrested, some 
§12,<XSO being recaveredj Kissanc was sen- 
tenced to n long term in Sing Sing, but 
through thc efforts of1 Win. M. Evarts, 
then counsel for the insurance companies 
involved in the destruction of the Martha 
Washington, lie was pardoned after mak- 
ing a confession of. his share in that trag- 
edy. • Leaving prison he cast his fortunes 
with Walker in Nicaragua, and was said to 
have done gallant aervide there. lie es- 
caped Walker's fate, and soon after, in '53 
or '54, came to California, where his half- 
orother had already established himself fis 
a prosperous lawyer. : J c made some 
lucky speculations in mining, marriec an 
estimable young ladjyjonnected with the 
Haggin and Tevis families-in San Francis- 
co, and some. ££ara*-agg..jH)ugb.t. a hand- 
some rancJuin-SilfiODiBueunty.

PlqnB for a Gigantic Corporation to Control 


8HS,000,00« Wortk of Properly. 


A St. Louis paper gives an account of a 


gigantic scheme to consolidate all the. cat- 
tle interests of the Northwest and (form a 
company which shall control 815^00,000 
worth of cattle and grazing lands. It- 
seems to have originated with the Wyo- 
ming Stock Association, of Cheyenne, ^nd 
"it is tho.outgrowth of thc combination of 
the sniallervcattlemcu 
into ' companies 


'which has been going on for several years. 
This scheme has been formed for organiz- 
ing the largest, cattle 
company ever 


known, controlling hundred of thousands 
of cattle, and ranges larger 'than many 
atates. The failure of ttieVSwan Bros. 
brought matters to a focus rather unex- 
pectedly. ' 


The plan is to unite the Wyoming, Col- 


orado, Eastern Utah, Western Nebraska, 
Southern Montana and Southern Dakota 
companies into one gigantic corporation, 
each absolutely surrendering his individual 
herd and- ranch, Jind receiving a propor- 
tionate, amount of stock in,return. A sim- 
ilar association has been recently formed 
in '1'exas, but one of far legs extentjjnd 
complete in its organization. The danger 
of throwing upon. the market a large 
amount of stock at an unfavorable time 
will thus be entirely obviated, and such 
disasters as followed the Indian Territory 
sales rendered impossible. Periodical de- 
pressions, necessitating iveaker ranchmen 
to sell unmatured stock at ruinous prices, 
have been disastrous at' times, and thus 
consolidation wiil, in a great measure, if 
not entirely, relieve this. 


Fear of disastrous consequences of the 


£wan failure compelled the cattlemen to 
take immediate action, and delegates were 
sent to New Y'orlt, London and EijSnburg, 
to impress upon the capitalists of those 
cities who agreed to go into the enterprise 
the necessity of immediate action^ which 
they have done with commendable activ- 
ity.

There are connected with thc enterprise 


Sturgis, Lane, Carey, Davis, lliff, and 
Clarke, of Cheyenne, and -Ulrichs and 
Havemeyer, of New York, together with 
a number of Scotch and English capitalists 
• and some from Boston and Philadelphia. 
These gentlemen already control fully half 
of'the stock in Wyoming, and have the 
support ot nearly all the rest of that Ter- 
ritory. The cattle will be apportioned tfie 
ranges, thc water supply fairly divided, 
and thc productive region largely increas- 
ed.

When Old Duke came near to tbe open- 


ing, he stopped and threw up his head. 
Then he sprang toward Frayne. 
Had 


Erayue been cowed, he would have-been a 
dead man in an Instant. As the lion jumped 
at him Frayne yelled and raised his right 
arm as if to strike. Tbe lion that had just 
tasted blood, seized Frayne's arm. and his 
teetli met in the flesh. Why Old Duke did 
not kill him on the spot Frayne doesn't 
know. The-brute relaxed his hold, and 
suffered himself to be pulled through the 
opening by the lariat. 
Then Frayne 


pushed the bars into place again. At this 
moment, Fred Knight, his superintendent, 
came running up, and the lariat was cut. 
Frayne w.as as white as )i sheet for an 
hour. 


He attributes.hls escape to the recollec- 


tion the lion had of several previous oc- 
casions when a lariat was used topcrsuade 
him to remove himself from one cage to 
another. When Old Duke ia travelling he 
rides in a cage so small that he can hardly 
turn around and when he is to be trans- 
ferred to the large cage in the barn he is 
lassoed and pulled through the opening in 
the two cages set together.

It was discovered that the cage from 


which Old Duke escaped had not been se- 
curely fastened at the hinges. The entir,e 
front of the cage, which is ten feet long 
and six feet high, could be lifted off like a 
door in a dwelling. The lion has a habit 
of ralBing.himself on his hind legs and 
scratching with his fore feet at the top of 
the cage on the side near the hinges, so 
that the wood Is always fresh In color and 
ragged.

Finding himself free, the lion had -only 


to spring upon the wooden partition that 
separated him from his long intended vic- 
tim, the horse.

The lion had sprung at his neck and throt- 
tled him in his tracks. Blood had spouted 
in streams on the partitions on either side 
ol the stall.

fttct«. The first, thing J noticed was that it 
was not nearly so bigh here, uot so high, I 
»houM say, by OUU feet, -whieh proved that the 
Uxl of the lukf, ur rather of the vast ancient 
crater in whi.-h we stotxl, was much higher 
than the surrounding plain. For the rest, 
«u f<w:i«l t,ur-*-l\ es in a huge rock surrounded 
cuj., not nnhk» that of the first place where 
w*» b«.l sojcmrii«l, oijy U-n times the BIZC. Iu- 
•lt-e.1, une cnuld only just make out tbo 
frowning line of the opposite cliffs. A great 
portion of the plain thus inclosed by nature 
was cultivated jmd fenced in with walls of 
stone placed there tr» keep the catttlo nnd 
gciau, of which there v,vr& large herds about 
from breaking into th» ganlens. Here ant3 
there n-st- great grass mounds, and some 
miles awav toward the center 1 thought 'that 
I could set* the outline of rolossal ruina.

The regiment of guaflffdid not come fur- 


ther than the entrance. to*$e cave, whcr«they 
formed up to let us pasa throueh. On enter- 
ine the place itself we were, however, met by 
aian robed in white, who boTred humbly, 
but said nothing, which, as it afterward ap- 
peared that he was ft deaf mnte, was not very 
wonderful. 
- Running at right angles to the main cave, 
aFa distance ot sogie twenty feet from the 
entrance, was a smaller cave or wide galjery 
that was pierced into the rock both to the rignt 
and totbe left ot the main cava. Attbemouth 
of this gallery to our left stood two guards, and 
from this circumstance I argued that it was 
the entrance to the apartments ol She herself. 
The entrance to the right gallery was un- 
guarded, and down this tbe mute indicated 
we were to proceed. A few yards down this 
gallery, which was lighted with lamps, wo 
come to tho entrance to o chamber with a 
curtain made of some gross material, not un- 
^like a Zanzibar matin appearance, hung over 
thq doorway. -This the mnte drew back with 
another prof 'ind obeisance and led the way 
into a good sized apartment, hewn, of course, 
out of tho solid rock, but, to my great delight, 
lighted by means of n shaft pierced in the 
face of thb precipice. In this room was a 
stone bedsteed, pots full of -water for wash- 
ing, and beautifully tanned leopard skinsto 
serve as blankets.

CHAPTER XIL 


"SHE." 


The first care of Job nnd myself, after see- • 


ing to Leo, was to wash ourselves and put on 
clean clothing, for what we were wealing

been changed since the

of the dhotv. Fortunately, as I think that 
I have said, by far tho greater part of 
our-personaJ baggage had already been pocked 
into the whaleboat, and was therefore saved— 
and brought hither by the bearers—although 
alt the stores laid in by us for barter nnd 
presents to the natives were lost.

which are so apt to result from sudden 
changes of temperature;

-The only thing that was wanting to complete 
my joy was a cake of "vsoap, of which wo had 
none.

Afterward I discovered that the Amohag- 


ger> who do not reckon dirt among their 
many disagreeable qualities, use a kind of 
burned earth for washing purposes, which, 
though unpleasant to tho touch till one gets 
aci-nstonied to'it, forms a very fair substitute 
for soap. 
' 


By the time that I was dressed, and bod 


combed and trimmed my black beard, the 
previous condition of which was certainly 
sufficiently unkempt to give weight to Bills- 
li'-. appelation for me, the Baboon, I began to 
feel most uncommonly hungry. 
Therefore I 


wa_s by no means sorry when, without the 
slightest preparatory sound or warning, the 
-curtain over the entrance to my cave waa 
flung aside, ajtd another mute, a young girl 
tbis time, anijounced to mo by signs that I 
could not misunderstand—that is, by open ing 
her mouth and pointing down it—that there 
was something ready to eat. 
Accordingly I 


. followed ber into the next chamber, which 


we had not yet entered, where I found Job, • 
who kad also, to his great embarrossnienV, 
been conducted thither by a fair mi'te.' Job 
had never got over the advances thfc former 
lady had^mode to him, and suspected every 
girl who came rfear to; him of similar designs. 
"These young parties have a way of, looking 
at one, sir," bo would say, apologetically, 
"which I don't call respectable." 


This fresh room was twice the size of the 


sleeping caves, and 1 saw at once that it had 
origjilally served as a refectory, and also 
probably • as an embalming room for the 
priests ol the dtiad; for I may as well Bay at 
once these hollowed oat caves were nothing 
more qrlcss than vast catacombs, in which 
for tens of ages the mortal remains of the 
great extinct raco whose monuments sur- 
rounded us had been first preserred/withan art 
and a completeness that have never since been 
equaled, ai»l then hidden away for all time.. 
On f'ach side of this .rock chamber was a long 
solid stone table, about three feet wide by 
ihreo feet six in height, hewn out of the liv- 
ing rock, of which it had formed port, and 
n-as'still attached to nt the base. These tables 
were slightly hollowed out or curved inward, 
to give room for the knees of any outsitting 
on the stone ledge that bad been cut for a

ing bodies. That 'this was beyond all question 
tho case was clear from five shafiow depres- 
sions in tho alone of the table, all shapedlike 
a human form, with a separateplace 
for 
the head to 
lie in, and a little 


bridge to support the neck, each depres- 
sioiij being of a different size, so as to fit 
bodies varying in stature from a full grown 
man's to a small child's, and with little holes 
bored at intervals, to carry off fluif. And, 
'indeed,-if any further confirmation was re- 
quired one had but to look at the wall of the 
cave above to find it For there, sculptured 
all around the apartment, and looking nearly 
as fresh as the day it was done, was the 
pictorial representation of the death, embalm- 
ing and burial oT an old man with a long 
beard, probably an ancient king or grandea 
of this country. 


The first picture represented his death. He 


was lying upon ft coucb which had four short 
curved pasta at tho corners, coming to a knob 
at the end, in appearance something like a 
written note of music, and was evidently in* 
the very act of expiring. Gathered round 
the couch were women and children weeping 
the former with their hair hanging down 
their back. The next scene represented the 
embalming of the body, which lay nude upon 
a table with depressions ia It similar to the 
one before us; .probably, indeed, it was a 
picture of the same tabla Three men were 
employed at the work—one superintending 
one holding a funnel shaped exactly like a 
port wine strainer, of which the narrow end 
was fixed iu un incision in the breast, no 
doubt in tho great pectoral artery, while' the 
third, who was represented aa standing 
•traddle legged over the corpse, held a kind 
or large jog high in his hand, and poured 
irom it some steaming i fluid, which fall 
accurately into the funnel 


The third sculpture represented the -burial 


of the deceased. Tberehe was, stiff and cold, 
clothed in a linen robe, and laid out on a 
Btoneslab such aslfaad slept upon at our 
first sojourning place. At hb head and ieet 
burned a lamp, and by Ms side were placed 
several oJ the beantifnl painted vases that I 
have described, which were probably sup! 
posed to be fall pf provisions. The littte 
chamber was crowded with mourners, and 
with musicians playing on a sort of lyre 
while near the foot of the corpse stood a man 
with a sheet, with which he was preparing to 
cover it from view.
